ThaMe Itark FvrebodlBsTB Wntek 
K»ke Powerful Men Weak. 


[Golden Bale.] 


Much apprehension has been occa- 


sioned throughout America from the an- 
nouncement made by Professor Proctor 
that the return in nineteen years of the 
great comet of last Summer will cause 
the destruction of the earth. But while 
people are being so strangely exercised 
over this announcement, an event of far 
more serious importance, which is tak- 
ing place to-day, seeing to be almost 
wholly overlooked. The nature of this 
most vital subject can be best explained 
by relating the following experiences: 


Bishop E. O. Haven, known to the 


entire land, was unaccountably awak- 
ened one night out of a sound sleep, and 
lay awake until morning.. His mind 
seemed unusually active, and lie not 
only reviewed his past life, which had 
been an eventful one, but laid extensive 
plans for the future. He did not feel 
especially ill, but could not account for 
the unusual activity of his brain, nor 
for the restlessness which seamed to 
possess him.

Shortly be- 
fore his death he wrote a letter—tbe last 
one he ever edited—in which he speaks 
as follows: "A belief that death is near 
affects different minds differently, bat 
probably all who are in a fair condition 
of physical and mental strength in- 
stinctively shrink from it with an in- 
definable dread and horror. 
A dying 


man is no uiora able of himself to fore- 
see his own destiny or the destiny of 
tnose he leaves than he was before he 
began to die." 


The recent sad and sudden death of 


Hon. Clarkson N. Potter is one of the 
most serioas warnings ever given in the 
long list of innumerable cases of fata) 
neglect. It is not sufficient to say that 
many other brilliant men, including 
Everett, Sumner, Chase, Wood, VTiUon 
and Carpenter, were swept away by the 
same fatal trouble.
